The possibilities of moving pictures in the 
feld of industrial exploitation, commercial ed- 
acation and general advertixing are great. But 
these possibilities are sadly misundrrs: ood. 

The general and prevailing opinion seems 
to be that anyone with a meving picture 
camera and a supply of negative and nerve 
can jump into the field with these as sole 
assets and “‘make good."’ 

The easy money seekers are surface scratch- 
ers, At a glance the commercial value of 
moving pictures outside the mere auusement 
sphere, attracts them, It seems to magnetize 
them. They jump into {ff wuoptepared, un- 
qualified, and because of their misconception 
of what they are up again=t, reap a fiae crop 
of regrets. 

Not o@ly do they 
monetary investment 


jeopardize their own 
but they smudge the rec- 
ord of moving picture advertising a: hievement 
by turning out werk photographically deficient 
and totally lacking In adver t-ing pcwer, 

One of the little peculiarities of he who 
jumps into this field with his eyes shut and 
bis mouth open, fs the prenosterous claims ad- 
vanced ro the prospect Why. they make the 
“high piteh’’ street faker sennd I'ke a modest 
“piker.”” A hyperbolic canvass such as this 
class Is prone to make has done more toward 
fetarding the progress of moving picture ad- 
vertising than would a muliitude of legitimate 
fall-downs 

For example: The first 
thon songht by the business 
templating an adverti-ing 
tures, is the circulation. The first question he 
asks ts: “When my pletures are made how 
will I put them before the public?’ Now 
to adv'sedly answer that question requires 
some thought, some definite knewledge of the 
imitations of meving picture cireulation, some 
iden of the public the prospective advertiser 
seeks to interest. 

The man who has confidence In 
Manency of the Industrial 
Ing picture business gives a conservative and 
tellable answer Ile tries to be truthful for 
he knows that If he can’t ba k-up bis as- 
sertions, his reputation will suffer, and that 
when his reputat'on has suffered his future 
success has been immeasurably reduced in 
scope. 

The fellow who thinks 
vestigation of advertising, and a thin veneer 
of mechanical experience, qualify him as a 
moving picture advert'sing specialist, {s him- 
self a stumbling block in hix chosen field, Te 
stumbles over facts—and misses them—his mis- 
information causes the “‘prospe t’ to stumble

tn these dayg of sanitary vigilance, boards 
of health and other institutions for the pro- 
motion of perfect hyg'ene, it seems no small 
wonder that the officials of these worthy In- 
stitutions do not «arry their official researches 
tate the inner depths of some of our theatres 
—and this goes for all classes of houses—with 
the usual exceptions which go towards the 
forming of the proverbial rule. There is surely 
no portion of any theatre where sanitary pre- 
eautions are more vitally necessary than on 
the stage and in dressing rooms, where the 
hundreds of performers who make their Iivings 
as public entertainers are forced to pass the 
greater portion of their lives. I wonld not 
wish to imply that all theatres are necessarily 
anclean, but it is a fact. and a very deplorable 
one at that, that there are many playhouses 
devoted to the entertainment of burlesque, 
which, although scrupulously clean in lobbies 
and auditoriums, are disgracefully irty on 
stage and in dressing rooms, where the un- 
q@holesome smell of «losed-up rooms and general 
ansanitary conditions are a menace to Luman 
bealth and lives. It is not alone sweeping 
that will render these places safely sanitary, 
tut the plentiful use of soap and water and the 
liberal sprinkling of proven disinfectants and 
the frequent ceansing of spittoons and filthy 
corners, where accumulated corruption wafts 
out its millions of disease messengers to all 
who are compelled to breath and inhate the 
fetid and germ-laden atmosphere of too many 
of our modern burlesque stages Surely some 
measures might be taken to protect the health 
of our performers, both principals and choru<«— 
for are they not men and women, and as much 
worthy of protection as the allen hordes whi hb 
inhabit the tenement districts of our larger 
cities and is their health of no more !mport- 
ance than that of the cattle in the stock 
yards, which, are at least, housed In cleanli 
oess? 

Yes, by all means let the health officers 
take an occasional peep into the Inner depths 
of some of our more loosely managed burlesque 
theatres, and ins'st upon the maintenance of 
cleanliness and a general sweetening of the 
ever dark regions where actors and actresses 
spend the greater aS their time.

New York, Feb. 3 (Special to The Billboard). 
—Censor Board, critics, Mormons ands state 
right buyers have been thrown into a state of 
agitation over the coming release of the Great 
Northern Special Feature Film Company, The 
Vietim of the Mormons. Immediately after the 
announcement of the character of the film and 
its release date the Mormon Church rose in op- 
position, stating that if the film was released 
moving pictures would be prohibited in the 
state of Utah. The National Board of Censors 
then withdrew their sanctien of the film and 
excitement was evidenced a!l along the line. 

The Great Northern Company has put bun- 
dreds of dollars into the production and ex- 
ploitation of this film and Mr, Abrams an- 
nounced at his office last week that in no event 
would the film be recalled or auy steps taken 
to please the Mormons or the Censor Board. 
Many of the territories bave been sold for ex- 
clusive exhibition and the film is enjoying suc- 
cess never before attending the sale of a fea- 
ture.

The American Music Tall retained its en- 
vious popularity this week that it has galned 
and upheld throughout the present season, pre- 
senting an elaborate bill comprised of what 
may rightly be called ail-star acts.

Featuring the Mysterious Man, their 
work became enthusiastic and served well to 
close the turn with several bows, 

Billy Chase followed in a monologue and 
more songs. As in the case of the preced- 
ing act, his work better as it continued. Ris 
ad lib remarks helped him out considerably, 
as did his later touches of humor, causing a 
close which brought hearty applause from 
all parts of the house. 

Aud now the entertainment commences to show 
its real value when Fred Peters and Co. of five, 
appeared in their old reliabile standby, a 
comdy drawing-room act.

In a word Weis and 
Queen Mab will always hold their present 
popularity, irrespective of their talent dis- 
play, just as long as they continue ag the two 
tiny tots. Their act received its usnal wel- 
come that would cause it to find a suitable place 
on any of the smal! time houses. 

Schrapp’s Circus followed after two reels, mak- 
ing its New York debut, with exception of 
the unexpected visit to the Yorkville.

Schrapp has an animal act in this one that 
promises to outclass many of the more talked 
of and widely boosted ones that are continually 
appearing at the pop houses in Manhattan.

The company ef four work hand 
in glove with each other and bring about a 
rousing reception that greets the close. 

Although violin acts are plentiful in the 
pop houses at present, a clever and talented 
player is always welcome. And such is the 
case with Miss Rosa Dora. Her selections are 
such that they appeal to the gallery, balcony 
and orchestra. They are representative of the 
styles of music she portrays in turn, while 
Miss Dora renders them in a most appropriate 
manner. Her rag number at once struck home 
with the house and had every one humming at 
the close, while her classical selections com- 
manded the undivided attention of the entire 
audience, 

This act is a complete revelation from the 
overdone piano acts which seem to popularize 
the two-a-day houses at the present time. 
Bonzeatu Troupe closed the exceptionally bigh- 
class bill with an acrobatic act which served 
well in its position.

CORRECTING AN EVIL 


Since The Billboard started the campaign for the abolishment 
of the issuance of credentials by theatrical journals to correspon- 
dents, cach mail has been filled with letters of appreciation and 
congratulation. Producing managers and the managers and 
agents of their attractions, as well as managers of theatres, have 
expressed themselves as enthusiastically in accord with our an- 
nounced plan. As a consequence, the correspondents holding 
credentials from numerous theatrical papers have been refused 
courtesies in all parts of the country during the past week] 


We trust that this indication of managers’ attitude toward 
the abuse of their prerogative by the predatury holders of requisi- 
tions for undeserved courtesies issued without warrant or excuse 
will have the effect of causing theatrical papers to at once stop 
the practice of issuing credentials. If they do not stop it volun- 
tarily, The Billboard will co-operate with managers of attractions 
and of theatres to coerce them to stop. We!do not believe 
such cogent measures will. be necessary, however, as theatrical 
papers have issued credentials as a sort of traditionary practice 
without investigating into the merits of it. Now that its rep- 
rehensibility has been established, we believe they will put a stop 
to it of their own volition. 


However, we have received during the past week a letterof 
request from a New York Dramatic newspaper for our list of sus- 
pended correspondents. The only ‘object this editor could have 
had in seeking the list was to affiliate these credential correspond- 
ents with his own sheet at four dollars per year subscription, for 
which he would agree to issuefa card entitling them to admission 
to all attractions visiting their territory. It is a wonder to us he 
would lay himself open to contumely by such a request.

MORE CARNIVAL HISTORY. 


Dallas, Tex., Jan. 25, 1912. 
Editor Billboard, 
Cincinnati, 0. 
Dear Sir—Replying to De Kreko’s article In 


your issve of January 27, 
facts that may interest 
readers, 

The first carnival or Midway Company went 
out followine the Chicago World's Fair, under 
Whose management I do not know, but it 
opened and closed at Toledo, O. Otto Smith 
put ont a Midway two years in succession, but 
it lasted but three or four weeks each time.

I do not think that Gaskill’s claim to being 
the first successfa] carnival manager ean bi 
disputed, as Smith and Dunday’s outfits wer: 
in no sense a success and did not last long 
enough. 

Here is the wav the carnival companies ap- 
peared in this country: 1899, Gaskill’s Can- 
ton Carnival Co., Charter’s Exposition Carni- 
val Co., Frank Bostock’s Carn‘val Co.: 1900.

Line Co.; 1901, Bostock-Ferari (two com- 
panies), Jim Sturgis Co. and Harry Wright: 
afterwards came the deluge of companies. 

I first promoted independent street fairs in 
1897-8, and became identified with Gaskill in 
1901, although I booked a few towns for him 
in 1899 and 1900. 

Harold Bushea, the past two seasons general 
agent for Al G. Barnes’ Animal Show, was the 
first carnival agent I know of, as he was book 
ing for Gaskill in 1899, and was with this shew 
off and on up to 1905.

PROFESSIONAL SKATERS OF OLDEN DAYS. 


Looking back to the old days of the pro- 
fessional roller skater, says Walter W. Osmun, 
one of the old-timers in the days of 1882-1883, 
there are none following the profession at the 
present time. I will first state that there was 
nothing but the pin-bearing skates, and also 
that a race was not considered a race unless it 
was five miles or over. Any distance under 
five miles in those days wasn't thought of any 
more than the skaters of the present time 
think of a hundred yard dash, as there were no 
one, two and three-mile races. 

In my opinion the skaters in those days had 
the endurance, while our skaters of the present 
day have the speed. The skaters in the 80's 
drifted from the ice, which is a different 
stroke or stride, and naturally they couldn't 
get away from that ice stroke, while it requires 
a short, snappy stroke to be a successful roller 
skater. For instance you take Harley David- 
son ahd Earle Reynolds, two king B's on the ice 
skates 26 years ago; they haven't got away 
from the ice stroke even to this day. It's Dav- 
idson’s superior strength that keeps him in the 
top notch division today. In the days mentioned 
above, our great speed skaters were Nate C. 
Clark of New York, W. C. Smith of La Cross, 


Wis., short-distance champions. The long dis 
tance champion. six days go-as-you-please 72 
hours, was Albert Shack of Chicago. He was 
also the world’s champion bicycle rider at long 
distance. Shack was killed within the last 
year, being run down by an automobile, and 


was 68 years old at the time of bis death. 


The two lady skaters of any prominence at 
figure skating were: Fan-El-Fitz of Pittsburg. 
and Hattie Harvey of Milwaukee, Wis. These 
two artists could demand almost any kind of 
salary they asked, as skaters were very scarce 
in those days for the amount of rinks chat 
were in operation. In 1885-1886 the roller craze 
got to be enormous, which turned ont a new cron 
of professionals, such noted skaters as Nellie 


Donegan, Jessie Darling, Prof. Walz and 
Kilpatrick, the well-known one-legged = skater, 
With the exeeption of Kilpatrick I think thev 
are all followine the profession to this day. In 
my opinion Nellie Donegan. to-day, is in a class 
by herself. Prof. Walz is the daddy of high 
stilt skating, and I believe today at h's adv 
vanced age can spin as many revolutions as any 
skater living. The king pins of to-day can 
thank him for many of the movements wh'ch he 
invented, and through which they are now prof

He has probably made 
more money at skating and bievele riding, than 
any skater living. I ean remember when he 
demanded $200 a week and all expenses 1 
heard lately that Kilpatrick has been sent 
Australia for one of the larget skate mann 
factureers to look after their interest in the 
big roller craze that bas started at Svdney, Mol 
bourne, Brisbrane and several other cities. Of 
er skaters of th's date are Snowden, Crawfor? 
and Skinner, all of whom held records to be 
proud of. 

In 1886 I made my debut in long distance 
races, skating 10 hours go-as-you-please,. The 
contestants were Albert Shack, Nate C. Clark

136% miles. I was off the floor just five min 
utes during the ten hours, and I don’t think 
this record has ever been beaten even on the 
ball-bearing skates. In 1887, Harley Davidson 
and Earle Reynolds commenced to make rapid 
strides in the roller line, and everyone knows 
what they can do today. Of the skaters of to 
day I think Harley Davidson is in a class br 
himself, as he can do anything on skates tha’ 
the little rollers can produce, and will have te 
concede to him the honor of wor'd’s champion 
all around roller skater. I wish to state tha’ 
all I have said in these columns is yer fresh 
in my memory, and I love to talk of the pas 
for it is a pleasure to me, and a great many in 
cidents come to my mind that happened jn 
boyhood days.

I am back in Monterey again after having 
been a few days each at Montemorelos, Linares 
and Monclova. It is very hard work down here 
All the rinks have pine floors except the Mon 
terey rink and the boards in some of them are 
much as a quarter of an inch apart tha’ 
you have all you can do to keep yourself up 
on your pins, Actual skating has not taken 
hold of these natives yet. They are too crude 
as a nation to enjoy skating as a pastime. Thes+ 
neople got me down here thinking that my te'n¢e 
bere would stimulate the interest and cans 
more of them to p'ck up skating, but Instead | 
of that the rinks are crowded every night with | 
spectators so that nearly all of the floor «pace 
has to be utilized for spectators and only five 
or six. perhaps ten people skate, and then they 
are only the men. 

The ladies do not skate here at all. It tf» 
the most peculiar place I have ever been in 
1 think the chief reason they don’t skate more 
here is because you can’t clamp skates onto 
bare feet. You see, it is so warm here all t! 
time that most of the natives go bare-footed 
all winter, and they wouldn't think of snending 
money for a pair of shoes to put skates on, Lots 
of these people never had a paid of shoes on 
in their lives. There is, however, no kick about 
the snectators: they turn out in crowds and a» 
the charges are 25 cents for admission, the house 
makes good. 

The food here is abominable and too bad for 
any good American stomach to stand. I have

The seats remaining onscld at the anc- 
then were placed on sale at the Rroadway The- 
atre office the following morning. Two dila- 
grams showing the orchestra and balcony seats, 
were on the stage when Willie Collier appeared 


as the first auctioneer of the afternoon. He 
explained that the four lower boxes bad been re- 
served for the families of Mr. Weber. Mr. 
Fields, the Messrs. Shubert and Mr. Felix Is- 
man, and that the seventy-one seats marked 
off with red crosses were not for Red Cross 
nurses, but for red cross critics. After stating 
that not more than six seats would be sold to 
any one person at a time, he then placed on 
sale the choice of six upper boxes. The bidd'ng 
was started at the box offie price of $15, but 
speedily mounted with spirited bidding until 
$900 was offered by the representative of W. 
Rh. Hearst, to whom it was sold. The second 
box was bid in by Will'am McBride in the name 
of Mr. Henry Watterson of the Louisville Cour- 
jer-Journal.
